I felt that «nice it has 
become necessary for other white bus­ 
iness men, women and famers, to en­ 
gage the negroes as chauffers, house 
men and women cooks, nurses for the 
white children, farm hand», janitors 
and school teachers, I could not see 
why or how it would not be permiss- 
able for me to use one for a special 
duty that was 
and is, especially 
adapted to his race and color. When 
the other people 
mentioned 
above 
empftoy negro help, I am sure they 
do not do so In a spirit of social 
equality, and I assure the public that 
while he is under my supervision he 
will never be found intruding on the 
privileges of white people. Et is true 
not very long ago Macklin was ar­ 
rested with several other negroes and 
charged with shooting craps, and up 
on a trial before a jury of white men, 
who constitute part of our bedt Citi­ 
zenship, was acquitted. 
He knows 
and understands that he is ortly to 
deal with his own race and color, and 
he would be as far from attempting 
intrude as Mrs. Curry, a teacher, 
in one of our 
public 
schools. 
If 
Macklin’s color disqualifies him for a 
special duty, would not Mrs. Curry’s 
color disqualify her. 
Both are 
of 
the same 
race and cdlor. 
I made 
some inquiry as to the propriety of 
this appointment and was assured by 
some of the best citizens of the city 
and country, that it would be a sp' 
did idea. I did not consult the city’s 
chief executive or Mr. Denman. 
I 
thought inasmuch as they dad not ask 
me to dictate thear policies as editor 
and mayor, why should 1 consolt them 
as to how I should run the constable’s 
office.

<d with that of the assembled farm 
era when McCraw produced a letter

by Dr. J. C. Gathangs,

near Diehlstadt, to former Governor 
IjeRoy Percy, of Greenville, Miss., in 
which the latter was advised that a 
supply of labor might 
be recruited 
around Charleston. 
With this com­ 
munication as a defense, the action of 
the visitors in seeking to induce ne 
gro labor to migrate to 
Mississippi 
was greately 
mitigated,

THIS WEEK IN MO. HISTORY 


This week commemorates 
one of 
the red-letter days in the history of 
education in Missouri. 
On January 
30, 1817, at a (time when Missouri was 
only a territory in the Union, three 
legislative acts 
were approved by 
Governor William Clark which merit 
rememberanee by all 
supporters of 
public education. 
The first act provided for the in­ 
corporation of Potosi 
Academy 
in 
Washington County under a form of 
trustee government which was close­ 
ly and uniquely related to the form 
later obtaining in the public 
school 
system of the State. This Academy 
had such noted men on its first board 
of control as William H. Ashley, Jno. 
Rice Jones, 
Moses 
Aujftin, William 
Perry and John Mcllvaine. Their sue-|

Columbia, January 20.—Revision of 
the State tax system, to provide 
method of assessing property owners 
and income earners in proportion to 
their ability to pay, was favored in an 
address here today by S. D. Cromer, 
associate professor of rural econom­ 
ics at the University of Missouri. 
Cromer spoke before the agricul­ 
tural economcis division on Farmers’ 
Week program, being given by the 
Missouri College of Agriculture and 
the State Board of Agriculture. 
He 
declared that 
such a tax change 
would necessitate the supplementing 
of the general property tax by 
an 
increased income corporation and bus­ 
iness tax. "This tax should then be 
supplemented", he said, "by the pro­ 
posals of the Governor’s commission. 
I believe the proposals of the Gov­ 
ernor’s commission are in general a 
step in the right direction. 
“The Tax Commission of Missouri, 
in its annual report of 1923-24, states 
that the value of the intangible per­ 
sonal property in Missouri equals the 
value of the real estate, yet this in­ 
tangible property, which is subject to 
taxation, according to the constitu­ 
tion of Missouri, is assessed only for 
6.7 per cent of the amount of real 
estate returned, according to the tax 
rails.

Ccftumbria, January 20.—Revision of 
the S tate tax system , to provide

increased income corporation and bus­ 
iness tax. 
“This tax should then be 
supplemented” , he said, “by the pro­ 
posals of the Governor’s commission. 
1 believe the projwsals of the Gov­ 
ernor’« commission are in general a 
step in the right direction. 
“The* Tax Commission of Missouri 
in its annual report of 1923-24, state* 
that the value of the intangible per­ 
sonal property in Missouri equals the 
value of the real estate, yet this in 
tangible property, which is subject to 
taxation, according to the 
constitu­ 
tion of Missouri, is assessed only for 
6.7 per cent of the amount of real 
estate returned, according to the tax 
,rolls. 
Tangible proprtty, both real 
and personal, si required 
to pay 
correspondingly higher. tax because 
of the illegal failures of the owners 
of intangible property to list 
their 
property with the Assessor . 
Gromer declared 
th at 
from 
the 
general property tax, 86.8 per cent of 
all the revenue of the State is deriv­ 
ed.

This, in essence, was the question: 
“Is it sound public policy for 
the 
President to lay down certain secret 
conditions, as he has done in two eas­ 
es, before appointing 
members

semi judicial 
agencies as 
the 
Shipping Board and the Tariff Com­ 
m ission?” 
This was th e answer, clipped from 
yesterday’s W ashington dispatches: 
‘It was 
learned

House th at President Coolidge feels 
th a t neither the executive 
nor Con­ 
gress can control a commission, th a . 
nearly all commissions are authoriz­ 
ed to do certain work 
by 
the 
law 
creating them , and th a t they are not 
fesporisible to any particular body”.

ris. The facts are these:

request th at David J. Lewis give him 
an undated letter of resignation be­ 
fore receiving his commission.

such a letter would give the Presi­ 
dent quite arbitrary power over his 
tenure of office.
